While 
the measure of enterprise shown by the 
company is considerably short of what 
was, and might reasonably be, ex- 
pected; inasmuch as it is an improve- 
ment it is so far satisfactory. Cutting 
two hours and a half off the running 
time is something to be thankful for, 
and if the alleged express is not called 
upon to deliver way freight, and do 
the work of a yard engine at every 
station, as the mixed train has always 
done, there will be a fair probability 
of its getting in on time, which is 
another very important consideration. 

It is very likely that when the com- 
pany see the amount of traffic, both 
passenger and freight, that is to be 
handled this winter along the line, 
they will find it necessary to make 
‘the third train an express. When 
they gave the third mixed train they 
were so afraid business would not 
stand it that they would not put it on 
the time table; but it soon showed its 
necessity from increase of business, 
and was made permanent. 


MOUNTED RIFLES. 

Gen. Hutton’s proposition to or- 
ganize a regiment of mounted rifles in 
the West, as put forward at the meet- 
ing in Calgary, seems to be a very 
reasonable suggestion. The general 
spoke of the advantages of mounted 
infantry in actual warfare—the 
ability to move rapidly from place to 
place being particularly valuable in 
these days of quick and far shooting 
guns, which rendered operations by 
solid masses of cavalry or infantry 
impossible. In the west were special 
advantages for the equipment and 
maintenance of such a force. The 
men and the horses were both to be 
had. The scheme which he outlined 
is such as can be taken up in almost 
every part of the west, although of 
course with greatest advantage in the 
ranching country. While the general 
no doubt had his eye specially on 
that country when formulating his 
ideas, there is no doubt that he will 
be prepared to accept propositions 
from other parts of the country. It 
would seem to be as desirable from 
every standpoint to have such a force 
in the settlements along the Sas- 
katchewan as in those along the rail- 
way line, 


DEMURRAGE ON CARS. 

For some time past reports have 
appeared of a shortage of cars in 
Manitoba for the shipment of grain. 
There was no such complaint here, as 
shipment had hardly started, and the 
incoming freight required large num- 
bers of incoming cars. Recent!y it ap- 
pears the C.P.R. have seen fit to issue 
an order that unless cars ere Joaded or 
unloaded within 24 hours of arrival 
$2.00 demurrage per day will be charg- 
ed. However necessary this order 
may be as applied to shipping points 
generally, it is not nearly so necessary 
here, and owing to the special con- 
ditions will work a great dea! more 
hardship than almost anywhere else. 
The need for quick loading applies 
chiefly to points where empty cars 
have been hauled long distances for 
the purpose of being loaded. But at 
Edmonton so far, and at least 
until Christmas, enough cars will be 
brought in loaded wich merchandise 
to provide for the grain that will be 
sent out. The company are therefore 
at no special expense in bringing the 
cars here for loads of grain, and there- 
fore can afford to be leaient in the 
matter of time allowed for loading. 
Better allow a car to stand for a day 
or two awaiting loading thaa haul it 
back, to say Moose Jaw, empty, and 
haul another empty one up here for 
the seme load on another day. As 
the larger part of the grain going 
from here is for sale in Brijish Co- 
lumbia, and only goes forward as 
ordered, there is not that tremendous 
rush to get it out before navigation 
closes that prevails in the purely 
wheat growing districts. It is there- 
fore at all times easier and more 
economical for ths company to hand!e 
grain from this point than from any 
other in the west—on account of so 
seldom having to bring in empties. 

On tke other hand the conditions 
are such tkat shippers require more 
time than at most other points to load 
their cars. There are a large number 
of independent dealers handling chiefly 
oats on orders from British Columbia. 
Their numbers are a guarantee of com- 
pelition, and therefore of top prices 
for the farmers. But they are not 
elevator owners. They buy as they 
A number 
have their warehouses on the north 
side of the river. To fillacar in 
seven to ten hours daylight, by teams 
crossing the river on ferries is a 
serious contract. In many cases it is 
impossible to be done. Then if the 
buyer has to pay demurrage in order 
to load his car it means just twat 
much, and a percentage, off the 
farmer, and a general drop in the 
price to that level. For it is the free 
and unlimited competition that has 
prevailed here hitherto that has kept 
up the price. The railway company 
has no interest in cutting down the 
farmer’s price. On the cortrary the 
more ths farmer gets for his grain the 
more merchandise he* can and will 
buy, and the more high class, and 
therefore profitable, freight the com- 
pany will have to haul. There isa 
large country and a large population 
tributary to this point. The country 
is improving, and the population 
growing more rapidly than anywhere 
eise in the Territories. It is to be 
hoped that the company will consider 
the special circumstances prevailing 
here, and allow a reasonable time for 
loading cars of grain, particularly osts 
for British Columbia. To allow only 
24 hours is to strike a severe blow at 
the price of the principal crop of the 
district.

of any further movement of troops 
occuring within the above mentioned 
time in a nearer direction to our bor- 
ders, this government will be compelled 
to regard that also as a formal declara- 
tion of war.”

Dear Sir: May I crave a portion of 
your valuable space to say a word on 
the subject of a waterworks system for 


our town. 


The brilliant future which seems to 
await Edmonton, and the pressing need 


of a good water supply require no com- 
ment. I know of no place whose need

is greater, none whose ability to pay 
for all required improvements is more 
certain. The town may find itself 
Swept out of existence auy day by fire. 
Our fire protection service, from no 
fault of the men, being a mere farce 
owing to the lack of water. The busi- 
ness community is burdened with ap- 
palling insurance rates, and household- 
ers are paying heavily for an insuffi- 
client quantity of muddy river water. 
Looking at the question from the point 
of view of sanitation, it is to be feared 
that the lack of sewerage or drainage 
will ere long result in serious epidemics. 
All this is patent, and the good folk 
who are content with such a state of 
things are living in a fool’s paradise. 

The calm indifference with which 
our waterless state is regarded by most 
of our citizens is certainly hard to ac- 
count for. One of the possible out- 
comes of this condition of the public 
mind is that some company scheme for 
& water supply may be brotgit forward 
and adopted by the citizens without 
intelligent or thorough discussion, so 
as to burden not only this but all future 
generations with the exactions of an 
uncontrolled monopoly. Civic improve- 
ments we require, but there is such a 
thing as paying too dearly ; so dearly, 
that one would fain return to past con- 
ditions. 

The experience of older cities, large 
and small, has been almost invariably 
that concessions to water, gas, light and 
tram companies turn out badly. Such 
companies often become engines of op- 
pression, and the over taxed citizens 
wake up some day to the fact that they 
have given up fora mere song, often 
for nothing, valuable franchises which 
would have besome sources of revenue, 
for the sake cf privileges or conven- 
iences which they could have had for 
theniselves for half the money. The 
best governed, most lightly taxed, 
cities are those which own and operate 
their own tramways, gas light and 
water services. If desired they can be 
so operated as to yieid a revenue to 
reduce ordinary taxation. If so run as 
to merely pay expenses, the ratepayers 
get a corresponding benefit in the 
cheapness of the service. 


The press states that a scheme for 
providing Edmonton with water is 
shortly to be submitted by Mr. Lines, 
on behalt of some capitalists whom he 
has succeeded in interesting in the 
matter. What ever be the plan pro- 
posed, let us give it fair but careful 
consideration, always bearing in mind 
that capitalists are rarely philanthrop- 
ists, and that if they undertake the 
work, it must be only because they can 
see moneyin it. In short, before giv- 
ing to any company a water franchise, 
let us make sure upon carefully pre- 
pared data that it is impracticable for 
the town to provide a water and sewer- 
age system as a civic work, owned and 
controlled by ourselves. 

For aught I know the town council 
may have already obtained all the nec 
cessary data, but if so they have kept 
their own counsel famously, and the 
citizens generally are not in their con- 
fidence. The off hand opinion of most 
to whom I have broached the subject 
has been “Oh! This town is tuo poor 
to even think of a water system at its 
own expense.” This is simply begging 
the question, and such a summary way 
of dismissing the question is quite un- 
worthy of such a progressing,fast grow- 
ing commuuity au ours.

LACOMBE’S P ROGRESS. 


The estimated crop in the vicinity 
of Lacombe is 200,000 bushels, of 
which 80 per cent is oats, 10 per cent 
barley and 10 per cent wheat. This 
estimate of yield is based on sales of 
22,000 pounds of binder twine, which 
at 4 pounds to the acre would tie 
5,000 acres, estimated to yield 40 
bushels to the acre. As showing the 
increase of crop acreage 25 binders 
were sold during the season. Stack- 
ing is not yet finished. 

Four threshers are operating in the 
district: F. Ramsay, 12 horse power; 
E. Johnston, 10 horse power; Lock- 
hart & Halliday, 10 horse power, and 
Gourley & Stickler. 17 horse steam 
traction. 

Grain has not begun to move yet, 
but four cars of oats were shipped in 
September. During the same month 
1,000 dozen eggs and 30,000 pounds 
butter were shipped. About 32 car 
loads of cattle were shipped during 
the season, so far. No hogs have 
been shipped, as there have not been 
enough for home consumption. 

- About 500 land prospectors and 
immigrants have come in this season 
of which about 300 have located land. 


Averaging four to a family, this 
would represent 1,300 souls. A most 


satisfactory increase.
